In  the  confusion  of  prying  everything  apart  to  see  the 
weaknesses  and  the  “what’s  wrongs”  of  campus  life,  too  many 
of  the  simple  blessings  are  lost  in  the  intensity  of  negative 
searching.  Anyone  coming  to  Brigham  Young  University  with 
ideas  of  it  being  a celestial-kingdom-on-earth,  is  as  bewildered 
in  his  or  her  thinking  as  any  student  expecting  BYU  to  be  as 
typical  of  any  other  campus  in  the  country. 


OPPOSITION  NEEDED 

It  just  isn’t  so.  There  are  religious  bigots,  mental  apostates 
and  “borrowers”  who  forget  to  return  property  belonging  to 
others;  typical  of  life  in  most  places.  In  fact,  there  would  be 
little  need  of  earthly  existence  without  “opposition  in  all 
things.”
